SIR HOBART A SURPRISE. 

There was plenty of mud at Harlem yesterday 
but the heavy showers had ceased before the 
ihorses went to the post for the first race. The 
darkness of noon in Chicago scared not a single 
“regular” into staying at home, but some of the 
ladies thoughtr it a good time to can cherries 
and braved the heat of the kitchen stove rather 
than take a chance of getting soaked and losing 
their money at the same time. The track was 
probably about four seconds slow. 

The Aspirant Stakes, five and a half furlongs’ 
Jor 2-year-olds, worth $935 to the winner, $150 to 
the second and $75 to the third horse, brought 
to the post some extra good cattle, although 
Ailyar, Prince McClurg, Admiration, Frank 
Bell and Fontainebleu were scratched. It was 
•6 to 5 against Jinks, 3 to 2 Onomastus, b to 1 
each Sea Lion and Hardy Pardee. The form 
players stuck to Jinks, who on Derby day at 
Washington Park, in heavy going, ran first, 
while Onomastus, although strongly backed, was 
only fourth in the same race. The report “Hops 
is down off his box,” meant that Mr. Laude- 
man was supporting his colt, and as “difference 
of opinion makes betting” transactions were 
heavy. Onomastus had beaten Kentucky Colonel 
at Washington Park, and from this perform- 
ance he certainly had a splendid chance to win, 
the more especially as Thorpe was aboard, 
while Caywood piloted Jinks. Hardy Pardee’s 
second in a stake race at Washington Park 
would entitle him to be thought to have a 
chance had it not been for his last miserable 
showing at Harlem. “Horses that sell for $2,700 
are good enough to play at long prices,” said 
many a speculator, who then put down a bet on 
-Applegate’s recent purchase. Sea Lion found 
backing from the followers of Tommy Burns 
and the Schorr stable. He had won his last 
race in a walk. Marcus Cartwright laid 3 to 
10 place against each Onomastus and Jinks. 

If ever a filly was beaten by a bad ride it was 
Jinks. Caywood broke from three lengths 
behind, and even with the others passing the 
starter, that official dropped his flag and on 
went Caywood as if the money was hung up at 
the head of the home stretch, reaching which 
point, he was several lengths to the good of Sea 
Lion, who was just ahead of Onomastus. Hardy 
Pardee never was in the race. Onomastus soon 
got to Sea Lion and Thorpe rode him beauti- 
fully. The only chance to beat Jinks was for 
the favorite to stop, and Thorpe did not roll all 
over his horse, but sat still holding his head 
high. Stride by stride Jinks was approaching, 
a condition which is called by trotting horse- 
men “digging post holes,” and at the last eighth 
Sea Lion was almost as good as she. Now 
Thorpe came on and his horse responding, Ono- 
mastus ran home an easy winner, while Burns, 
on Sea Lion, by hard work beat Jinks out the 
place. It was a clear case of riding a horse into 
the ground the first part of the race. 

King Bermuda, ridden away from the post, 
took the lead and was not headed. King’s 
Highway ran closely behind the favorite for 
five-eighths, then collapsed. C. H. Whelan, 
always third, just beat Nannie Davis for the 
last money, as Warren Point came from behind 
at the last eighth and won the place easily. 
Fair Deceiver, “absolutely,” was a sixteenth 
away. 

Stamina, the favorite at 2 to 1, was prominent 
at the breakaways, but finally getting off fairly 
well failed to get the lead until the final six- 
teenth where Tommy Burns reserving the speed 
of Miss Marks, a filly that has heretofore been 
kiHed in the first part of her races, sailed by 
aDd won the race easily. Lucille Bramble fin- 
ished third. Silver Tone led the pack until well 
down the home stretch. Elsie G ran fast the 
first quarter. Old Fox died about the same 



spot where Silver Tone gave it up. Elsie G and 
Ostra ran their race at the post. Volandies 
showed to have a chance for three-eighths of a 
mile. The public in this race found a good 
chance to “play for a scratch,” as 200 to 1 could 
be had against each Darthea, Rio Chico, De- 
fender II and Anna Bright. 

Roger B. and Dare II. raced for the lead, the 
latter being in front opposite the stand. Top- 
mast was in third position to the straight and 
then “came home alone.” Yuba Dam could not 
run at all. The others had a whipping finish 
for place and Dare II. won. 

Sir Hobart, against whom Max Blumenthal 
laid 200 to 1 for twelve dollars, astonished every 
one by winning the fifth race. It was a “dog- 
lot” and Newsgatherer was made an even 
money favorite. He ran about five-eighths in 
the lead, then began to back up and finally fin- 
ished at the sixteenth post last of all the horses 
as Sir Hobart crossed the wire a winner. Del 
Paso II. and Nathanson were the horses that 
“killed Cock Robin” and at the far turn they 
were passed by Sir Hobart. The latter, carry- 
ing the black boy, Rose— who was set down by 
C. H. Pettingill at Washington Park “because 
he couldn’t ride any”— was ridden hard even 
after he had a decided lead. Winslow came 
from away in the rear and ran second, while 
Tranby got show money. Nathanson was 
knocked about somewhat on the back stretch. 
Sir Hobart was a maiden and was backed by 
Malley& Fogarty, small bettiDg liandicappers 
for $2 and $3 respectively. It was rumored that 
one of Banks Cregier’s musicians won $4000. 
Pete Collett, sheetwriter, had on $10 at $150 to 1. 

Amy Wade well seconded the win of Sir 
Hobart, she going to the post at 30, 8. 3, and 
after shaking off Primate, winning by 50 yards. 
Molo was second and Primate third, the favor- 
ite and Treopia being almost abreast the last 
named pair, others beaten off. 

Mr. Randolph, so favorably known as clerk 
of the scales at Hawthorne, was out and said 
that he is again engaged at Hawthorne. 

Wm. McGuigan had a chance to use his 
umbrella for the first time in weeks.

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STARTING HORSES. 



The remark is often heard at Harlem “Dick 
Dwyer is rapiuiy losing his grip; he seems no 
longer to have any sort of control over the 
boys.” And this in the face of the fact that Mr. 
Dwyer at times makes phenomenally good 
starts. It is argued by some horsemen that the 
gate was invented to do away with a horse 
breaking from behind and so fairly on his stride 
at once gaining an advantage over horses stand- 
ing flat-footed. If such a thing is possible the 
way to give all the horses an even thing would 
be to have them standing with their noses to 
the barrier when the gatelgoes up, and if horses 
will not stand still there is a way to educate 
them so to do, or failing in this to bar them 
from all racetracks. 

lilLdoes not require a practical horseman, as 



C. H. Pettingill was said to be, or a man with 
an eagle eye as Richard Dwyer is presumed to 
have because of his ability to shoot pigeons from 
a trap, to fill the position of starter. Fitz- 
gerald, the starter of the Jockey Club, was for- 
merly a telegraph operator, who probably knew 
nothing of training horses or haud'iug a gun, 
yet he at New Orleans is said to have dispatched 
the horses on more nearly even terms than an 
man that ever dropped the flag. He was first 
tried at Milwaukee by Bush and Johnson, 
simply on account of his class as a man and ex- 
perience made of him an excellent official in 
the most important position on the racetrack. 

The starting gate is a vast improvement over 
the old method of getting horses together, and 
if the jockeys have confidence in the starter 
there is no trouble to get the horses to stand 
quietly until the word “go” is given. This is 
demonstrated when any accident happens to 
the machine, or when a jockey is dismounted. 
Now will be seen an exhibition of the greatest 
docility in the animals that a moment before 
were plunging about because the jockeys were 
seeking to gain advantage. Any system allow- 
ing a running start knocks all turf calculations 
to the winds. One must then play jockeys in- 
stead of horses. Take it today at Harlem. 
There are only a few good jockeys— Thorpe, 
“Skeets” Martin, Tommy Burns and Cuywood 
(J. Reiff simply wins because he rides tho best 
cattle in the best condition)— and with the g<» d 
boys the poor ones have little chance, a uoy 
like Everett may, in his anxiety to get away, 
keep everything at fever heat, and while the 
inferior jockeys are watching him in front some 
one of the first-class ones is lying away behind 
ready to come on with a bulge when the llag 
falls. It was the leniency shown by James 
Sheridan to “Tiny” Williams in the matter of 
staying behind the field that eventually killed 
the reputation of the best starter the country 
ever saw. Once let the jockeys lose confidence 
in the starter and his doom is sealed. 

The starter should give a mean actiog horse 
not over three trials to join his field, and if he 
then refuses consider him no longer in the race. 
A cunning owner with a horse in fine condition 
will else instruct his boy to stay away back as 
if his horse wouldn’t como to the scratch, and 
the consequent breakaways of the other horses 
will soon make first money a cinch for tho one 
that has stood at the post. Take the case of 
Babieca Tuesday. Did he not have far and 
away the better of it? When the final drive 
came who can say that he wouid have won if he 
had even run a sixteenth at any one of the 
numerous breakaways that would have been “a 
go” but for him? 

Mr. Dwyer may be the subject of undeserved 
unfavorable criticism, as no one can gainsay 
that the material in the **dog races” ho has had 
to handle has been enough to try any man’s 
patience. But when Hawthorne opens the pub- 
lic will have a chance to judge just where he 
stands. It has come to a stage where people 
do not swallow the newspaper praioe or blame 
accorded any man, from a Sampson down. 

Mr. Bruen, who will make his bow to Chicago 
racegoers Monday is said to be the best expon- 
ent of the new school of starters brought in by 
use of tne gate. Originally employed at the 
electric light track at St. Louis, he has the rep- 
utation of getting many horses away head and 
head, even in such a bull ling. When last 
spring he was employed at Memphis the horse- 
men scotfed at the idea of employing such a 
man ; yet his work there is now by these very 
same men pronounced perfection. Any man 
who can get the horses away quickly aud in 
line will have as his stanch friend the racing 
public. Most men of to-day are strictly form 
players, and no system of handicapping takes 
into consideration delays at the post. And any 
horseman would rather have his horse get oil' 
with even three lengths the worst of the start 
than have him run his race at the post. Weight 
counts terribly at breakaways, and a really 
good horse has a chance, no matter where he 
gets off, if the start is quickly made. Even does 
such an animal not win he will be ready to run 
again in two days, where many breakaways may 
unfit him for an entire season, if not ruin him 
altogether. 

When the gate was first used iu this country, 
at San Francisco, it was used as it is in the 
land of its origin, Australia. The jockeys were 
forced to bring their horse into line until they 
all nosed the barrier. When it flew up it was 
a start. It worked like a charm and long delays 
at the post were at once done away with. The 
starting gate should be used in no other way. 
The recall flag is a stupid innovation that de- 
stroys the very purpose of the starting gate. 
The truth is the gate has never been rightly used 
in Chicago, or on any eastern track for that 
matter. It is an admirable invention of great 
utility in racing but like all useful inventions it 
requires use in the right way to show its real 
excellence. '
